THE RAILROADS. 


Progress Made in Restoring 
Order Out of Chaos. 


TROUBLE NOT OVER AT YUMA. 


The Bridge Ovér the Colorado is 
Likely to Go—The Frisco Line 
Will be the First to Re- 

Operations. 


There has been very little change in the 
railroad situatfon ‘hereabout during the 
past twenty-four hours, though every min- 
ute has counted in the work of bringing 
order out of the chaotic condition of affairs. 
Thoughall available forces have been put 
at work on the lines of the Southern Call- 
fornia, no definite promises can yet be 
made regarding the resumption of traffic. 
The road to San Bernardino aud through 
the mountains is in a very bad shape, and 
it will require several days time before it 
can be even temporarily restored to usefui- 
ness. As construction trains with werk- 
men and material cannot reach the interme- 
diate damaged places the progress is noc- 
essarily slow. 

At the general offices last evening it was 
stated that in all probability the line to Saa 
Bernardino and southward from that city 
will be opened by Satutday night, but the 
road to Cajon Pass will require a longer 
time. That portion of the road will most 
likely not be ready for the “overland” trafo 
before next week. It is expected that the 
passengers now on the train at Barstow will 
be transferred by wagons around the break 
in the mountain road to another train and 
brought into Los Angeles as soon as pos- 
sible after the San Bernardino line is made 

assable. This will be the arrangment un- 
ess the Southern Pacific gets into shape 
before that is done, in which case the Santa 
Fé train will bly run around by way 
of Mojave, as was explained in this paper 


yesterday. 
K. H. Wade yesterday 


General Manager 
reached San Bernardino by private convey- 
ance or otherwise from S.nta Ana, and is 
now directing operations from that point. 
which is most central to the damaged dis- 
trict. The general manager’s journey 
thither involved a good deal of bard travel 
by all kinds ef conveyance and must have 
been interesting, though no particulars of 
itare to be obtained. From the messages 
spasmodically received at the offices here 
it was shown that the general manager was

The Raymond & Whitcomb excursion

Officials of the road here said that there 
would be no train before noon today, and it 
was expected that the San Francisco train 
No. 18 would leave on time at 1:35 p. m.

SWEET WINE BILL 


The Points that Puzzle the 
Gaugers. | 


THE LAW is SATISFACTORY, 


But the Regulations Wont Fit the 
Case—An Expert’s Views on the 
Sublect- Cause of the 

Trouble. he 


About four months since Prof. 8. M. 
Woodbridge. came to Los Angeles from 
New Yorkcity. He is quite a young man, 
but for several years past be has held the 
position of lecturer on chemistry in one of 
the New York colleges, and is well up is 
that science. He found such an extensive 
field for study in this section that he made 
up bis mind to locate here. A few weeks 
ago when the interval revenue men started 
out on the sweet wine law recently putin 
effect, they were puzzied to know how to 
work under the instructions sent them by the 
department, and they calied Mr, Wood- 
bridge in and asked him to help them out. 
He soon discovered that it wiil be inpossi- 
ble to work under the rules adopted by the 
department, and the whole thing will ua de 
to be changed. 

He was interviewed by a TIMES man yes- 
terday, and stated that the law is ali right, 
but the rules will have to be changed before 
gaugers can do anything. He made the 
toliowing statement regarding the matter: 

“The United States Internal Revenue 
Department, in sending out regulations con- 
cerning the withdrawal of wine spirits or 
grape brandy, free of tax, for the fortifica- 
tion of pure sweet wines, published October 
25, 1890, have made a graver mistake than 
has been heretofore pointed ouf for the 
reculatiphs, which include instructions and 
tabies, assume that from a known quantity 
two unknown qualtitities cav be ascertained 
—a proposition which out-£uciids Euclid, 

“On page 29,among other thinks, the 
‘the reading of the scale of the saccharo- 
meter [when inserted in an unfortified 
wine] will give at once the percentage of 
sugar by weight in the liquid.’ Theke fs, 
aud can be no scale mace whieb will do 
this. Aibhydrometers or spindies are made 
upon the basis of the known specific gravity 
of water or other menstruum and the known 
specific gravity of some other substance 
soluable in the menstruum. But in wine we 
have three eiemenats to de I with, (omitting 
for the purpose of this argument, the acids, 
tartrates, volatile ethers, etc.,) viz., water, 
sugar and alcohol; sugar being heavier and 
alcoho! being lighter than water. Of course 


i entage of sugar in water, 
there are also Spindles made to snow 
percentage of alcohol miscible in water. 
But when one comes to deal with all three 
elements in one solution no scale can be 
made to fit the case. It would be no difficult 
matter to make a solution containing water, 
alcohol and suger, that would have 
the exact speci gravity of water. 

“Every drop of alcohol that is added toa 
solution in water tends to make the mixture 
of a iighter specific gravity, and the con- 
verse of this proposition is also true—every 
drop of alcoho! that is taken [rom a solution 
tends to make the remaining solution heav- 
jer. But the reguiations assume the reverse 
of this proposit.on to be true. ' 

“On page 30 instruction is given to de-al- 
coholize the wine, then torestore the re- 
maining liquid, so de-alcoholizsd, to its orig- 
inal volume by the addition of pure water 
and take its specific gravity; this is assumed 
to be lighter than the original wine—an 
anomaly. On page 31 (8) they say the dif- 
ference between the first [the specific grav- 
ity of the wine] and the second [the specific 
gravity of the dealcoholized wine restored 
to its original volume] readings having been 
ascertained, reference will made to 
‘Tabie II. where will be found the percent- 
age of alcohol by volume corresponding to 
the difference. From the context, as also 
from the example given, the specific gravity 
of the wine is assumed to be heavier than 
the dealcoholized wine—an absurdity. 
Hence, reference to Table II. and the tabie 
itself, I made upon such basis, is also an 
absurdity.” 


BADLY WRECKED. 


A Buggy Smashed Up by the Park 
Hose Cart. 

Ed Klingelsmith ot the firm of Klingel- 
smith & Blackburn, contractors, bad an ex- 
perience vesterday afternoon which he will 
scarcely cure to repeat. He was on his way 
home shortly before 6 o’clock in a light 
buggy and just as he reached the corner of 
Spring and Third streets, the Park Hose 
cart turned the corner on a full run, in an- 
swer toa general alarm which had been 
sounded a tew minutes before. Mr. Kiugel- 
smith tried to pull his vehicie out of the 
way, but his broncho, with the customary 
abstinacy of the species, instead of 
responding, began to back and 
— in the way of the truck, which caugit 

is buggy just forward ofthe hind wheels, 
capsizing tne buggy, overturning the horse, 
and throwing Mr. Klingelsmith forward, 
apparently under the horses’ feet. The hose 
cart never checked its speed for an instant, 
but continued on ata full run, dragging the 
wrecked outfit behind it for half a biock be- 
fore the harness gave way, releasing tue 
horse, when the rig came to a standstill. 
Strange to say, Mr. Kingelsmith escaped 
comparatively uninjured, sustaining only a 
slight scratch on the bridge of the nose. 
His buggy, however, was smashed, and his 
harness completely ruined, but the rig was 
finaliy got together and taken to a shop in 
the vicinity. 

There was a grea? deal of indignation 


avoided by a little care. and if the hose cart 
had stopped it is probable that the driver 
might have been pretty roughly handled. 

Mr. Kingelsmith will probably put in a 
claim against the city for the damages sus- 
tained by him.

A Sad Accident at Santa Monica Yes- 
terday Afternoon. 

William Wright, a 17-year-old boy who 
resides in this city, was drowned in the 
surf at Santa Monica yesterday afternoon. 
His body bas not yet been recovered. 

Yesterday afternoon Wright and a boy 
named William Robinson went out sailing 
in one of those little fishermen’s skiff. In 
coming in about 4:30 o’clock in the afternoon 
the skiff capsized in the breakers. Wright 
sank immediately and was not seen alter- 
ward, but Robinson swam to the shore in 


safety. 

The belief is that the boy Wright was 
struck by the boat, and in some way ren- 
dered unconscious, or he would have suc- 
—— in reaching dry land as did his com- 
panion. 

Robinson, after he reached the shore, was 
taken very sick, but his indisposition is 
nothing serious. He is practicaliy none the 
worse for his experience. :

THE expenditure for the coming two

OUR FAULTY EDUCATIONAL SYS- 
TEM. 


A correspondent calls attention to 
the desirability of having the school 
authorities devote some time, at least 
once a week, to the teaching of correct 
The point is woll 


taken. 
the duties of the teachers to correc tbad 
pronunciation or bad grammar on the 
part of the pupils, Asa consequence, 
execrable English is frequently heard 
from young men and women who are 
woll advanced in Latin and Greek. 

‘ The teachers’ are not, however, 
chiefly to blame for this. It is partly 
due to a faulty system, and partly to 


schools, which gives teachers larger 
classes than they can possibly handle 
to advantage. There is too much hot- 
house forcing in our schools. Pupils 
are rushed through a great variety of 
themes, of which they obtain 
a parrot-like smattering, but are 
thoroughly educated in none. We 
have too many branches and too 
slenderastem. Pupils are sent into 
the fields to hunt grasshoppers and 
other bugs, whose names they cau 
hardly spell, and kept up late at night 
racking their young brains over ab- 
struse mathematical problems, before 
they have learned the rudiments of 
grammar. 

The system is faulty. What is 
needed isathorough mastery of the 


power of writing and speaking cor- 


rectly and elegantly, with a grounding 
in arithmetic, geography, history and 
physiology. Anything further can be 
acquired afterward by the pupils them- 
selves, either at theirown expense or 
that of their parents. 

We are trying todo too much in a 
short space of tim The result, as in 
plant life under similar conditions, is 
ag unhealthy growth. It would be 
better for teachers and pupils alike if 
studies were simplified, made more 
thorough, and confined to school 
hours. 


IN THE LEGISLATURE. 


Thedaysof the State Legislature, 
during which the members can draw 
their stipend, are about over, and as 
usual the bulk of the business is left to 
the last. It takes the greater part of 
the session for ambitious members to 
let off their superfluous steam and air 
their figures of speech. On the whole, 
and compared with some of its imme- 
diate predecessors, the present Legis- 
lature is not a bad one. If 
it has not done mach good, 
it has accomplished comparatively lit- 
tle harm. The knowledge that Gov. 
Markham would firmly adhere to the 
50-cent limit has kept extravagance in 
check and there has always been a 
respectable minority ready to protest 
against bad bills. 

Evening sessions are now being held, 
which are devoted to the second read- 
ing of bills. At yesterday’s session of 
the Senate, a motion prevailed allow- 
ing each Senator to name one bill to 
go on the special file and this was taken 
advantage of to forward some mess- 
ures which would not otherwise have 
obtained that advantage. Among 
these, was the Pomona County Bill, 
which McComas named. Jt was ob- 
jected to, but the necessary ten objec- 
tionscould not be obtained. ‘There is 
little chance of its passage. 

Another bili which was placed on 
special file was one repealing the sec- 
tion of.the penal code relating to 
games of chance, and permitting cities 
and towns to license gambling. A 
similar bill passed the Assembly. 

On Wednesday, a bill providing. for 
the completion of the new“ City Hall 
in San Francisco passed the Assembly, 
having already gone through the Senate. 
Judging from past experience, it will 
take something more than an act of the 
Legisiature to complete that City Hall. 

-A bill making it a misdemeanor to 
adulterate candy was passed. If the 
consumption of candy could be regu- 
lated, it would also be a good thing.. 
The candy habit needs looking after as 
well as the liquor habit. 


Ir seems that many consumptives 
who came to California for their health 
are thinking of returning bome in the 
spring for the purpose of getting treat- 
ed by the Koch process. These inva- 
lids will do well to go slow. In the 
first place, the process in not as yet an 
unqualified success. Opinions vary 
much as to its efficacy, although there is 
no doubt whatever that, exceptin very 
skillful hands, it may prove danger- 
ous. Again, if there is anything in it, 
there is no reason why treatment 
should not be had here very soon. Our 
local physicians will certainly not be 
left behind in this matter, if the treat- 
ment is proved a success. Patients 
would then have the double benefit of 
the lymph and the Southern California 
climate. The iatter alone is enough to 
effect a cure, if patients take enough 
of it, and are not too far gone. If they 
are too far gone, Koch himself says he 
can do them no good.

A Bill Punishing Publiiéhers Who 
Make False Claims. 
{San Examiner.] | 

Mr. Shanahan introduced in the As- 
sembly yesterdy a bill to which there 
should be no opposition from any hon- 
est source. It provided that any news- 
paper publisher making false claims 
of circulation should be deemed guilty 
of a misdemeanor. 

It is needless to say that the offense 
against which this bill isaimed is com- 
mon, and it ought not torequire much 
exertion to show the propriety of re- 
straining it by law. It is a form of 
obtaining money under false preten- 
ses, and deserves punishment as sucb. 
The half-interest swindler says: 1 
have. a real estate business 
that is clearing over $500 a 
month, and you can have half 
of it tor the small sum of $1000 in 
cash.“ The journalistic bunko steerer 
announces: The Morning Gall bas a 
larger circulation than any other news- 
aper published in San Francisco.“ 
hat means better returns eto adver- 
tisers than are offered by any other 
paper, and so persons who know no 
better buy the advertising space thus 
heralded and are swindled out of two- 
thirds of their money. 

The Examiner bas set the example 
of giving the public from month to 
month a frank and accurate statement 
of its affairs. Thusfarno other San 
Francisco paper has followed in its 
lead. One claims a larger circulation 
than any other newspaper published in 
San Francisco.“ Another has been in 
the habit of vaguely claiming over 
50,000.“ A third wisely preserves a 
dense silence. A decayed evening 
journal, employed principally as a sub- 
stitute for chloroform in the hospitals, 
loftily announces that it has double 
the circulation of any other evening 
paper published west of the Rocky 
mountains.“ 

And so it goes. The idea throughout 
is that the public has no right to know 
the truth about the newspaper busi- 
ness. When ashopper buys a dress 
pattern she has no hesitation about 
asking whether itis all wool or not, 
andthe salesman has no ‘hesitation 
about satisfying her—that is, if the ea- 
tablishment be an honest one. When 
an advertiser goes to a job printing of- 
fice and orders 50,000 handbills he 
takes steps to assure himself that he 
gets the full number. But when he 
goes to the busiuess office of one of our 
secretive or prevaricating contempo- 
raries and pays for publishing an ad- 
vertisement in 50,000 papors, he has no 
means of knowing whether the num- 


ber actually printed will be 50,000 or

RIGHTS OF VOTERS, 


How They Are Abridged in 
Some States. 


A Congressional Committee Favors a 
Rigid Investigation. | 


The Democratic Minority Puts in the 
Usual Protest. 4, 


Other Washington Dispatches—The 
Advocates of Womans Suffrege 
in Session—Warning to Cher=- 
ckee Strip Boomers. 


By Telegraph to The Times. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 26.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.] The minority of the 
members of the Committee on Judi- 
ciary has prepared two vigorous re- 
ports in opposition to the resolution 
which was ordered favorably reported 
to the House djrecting the Judiciary 
Committee to inquire into and report 
to the House whether or not any State 
has by any constitutional or statuatory 
provision violated the second section 
of the XIV Amendment to the Con- 
stitution, so that a proper apportion- 
ment of representation may be made 
by Congreas. One minority report was 
prepared by Mr. Oates and signed by 
Messrs. Oates, Culberison of Texas, 
Henderson of North Carolina, Wilson 
of West Virginia, and Stewart of 
Vermont. This report says that 
States are not constitutionally 
prohibited from disfranchising any of 
their male citizens. The constitution 
only prescribes as penalty for such dis- 
franchisement for any other cause than 
that of participating in rebellion or 
Other crime; that representation in 
Congress trom such State shall be re- 
duced in the proportion which the per- 
sons disfranchised bear to the whole 
egg of adult male citizens in such 
tate. 
The report continues: ; 
I f the resolution reported be adopted now 
can the committee make inquiry directly, 
in the absence of any legisiation by Con- 
gress, providing means of securing evidence 
to enable the committee to procure the nec- 
essary proof to warraut Congress in reduc- 
ing the represeutation of any State? The 
committee assumes that citizens in Mississ- 
ippi and Massachusetts are denied the right 
to vote by State constitutions for some other 
reason than crime, ‘This may betrue, but the 
minority caunot close its eyes to the fact that 
the constitution of Mississippi has not yet 
gone into operation, and that there is no law 
applicable to Massachusetts or any other 
State by which the committee can legally and 
certainly ascertain the number disfranchis- 
ed, for Congress has never provided means 
by which this may be done, Presumptions 
are worthless in such grave matters. gal 
proofs must be had to a reasonable cer- . 
tainty, and until such legislation is enacted 
it is utterly futile to adopt such a resolu- 
tion, fur it cannet be complied with. Un- 
til Congress enacts a law providing for the 
enumeration of the number of persons dis- 
franch@®ed for crime and the number dis- 
franchised for other causes, it is impossible 
to comply with the resolution. If the 
resolution de literaliy construed, the 
laws prescribing several mouths’ residence

A Young. Lady 
Suicide. 


DESPONDENCY FROM ILLNESS. 


Only a Scalp Wound Inflicted—Doings 
at the Raymond Plenty of 
News in Small 
Morsels. 


Miss Minnie Dix of Linda Vista at- 
tempted suicide yesterday morning by 
shoeting herself in the forehead with a 
‘22-caliber reolver. The ball, happily, 
glanced off to the left, inflicting a 
severe scalp wound. The injury, how- 
ever, is not of a dangerous nature and 
the recovery of the young lady is as- 
sured. 

The shot was fired about 6:30 o’clock. 
The parents of the young lady rushed 
into her room to find blood streaming 
from her forehead and asmoking re- 
volver in ber hand. Dr. J. S. Hodge 
was summoned and found that the 
skuil was not fractured, the ball hav- 

glanced off and lodged under the 
skin just over the left eye. It was ex- 
tracted without much difficulty. 

The rash act was undoubtedly 
caused by the despondency brought on 
by illness. Miss Dix; who is about 25 
years of age, has long been a sufferer 

-from a spinal affliction. She appar- 
ently realized that her case was hope- 
less and at times became extremely 
despondent. While laboring under a 
temporary aberration of the mind she 
fired the shot which came so near 
proving fatal. Her father is connected 
with the Park Nursery grounds at 
Linda Vista, and both he and bis fam- 

_ ily are higbly respected by all who 
kaow them.

Starting Tree Seedlings. 
J. B. Carr, Rural Press. 

I would like to give your readers the 
result of what was to me a new method 
of starting new gum plauts. One year 
ago the first of this month I got my 
seed, one ounce. eucalyptus gi@bulus. 
The directions on package said to sow 
in light soil. Wishing to experiment, 
I prepared three boxes filled with pure 
fine sand from the river bed, and 
mixed with weil-rotted stable manure 
in proportion of two parts sand to one 
of manure, which must be worked up 
fine and well mixed with the sand. 

I also prepared at the same time and 
gave the sume treatment to one box 
sowed in light soil mixed with a small 
amount of manure. The was 
covered lightly about one-half an inch 
deep, and kept moist until the 
young plants came up. The result 
was that almost every seed came up 
in the sand, while not one in ten came 


up in the soil. Oue advantage is that in 


transplanting from the boxes of sand 
the roots of the plants separate much 

better than from soil, so that nearly 

all the roots are got without breaking. 

The plants grow more vigorously in the 

boxes of sand than inthe soil. These 

were transplanted to permanent site in 

2 mostly. and all grew very well. 


n October last, I sowéd in twenty- 
three boxes, with sand prepared as be- | 


fore, using about four or five ounces of 
seed, and have now about thirteen 
thousand young plants ready to trans- 
plant. 

Some neighbors, whom Ff told of m 
success, adopted this method wit 
good results, where before they had 
poor success plauting in soil. I have 
tried otber varieties of eucalyptus with 
equally good results. The young 
plants, until they get the second or 
third leaf, must be protected from hot 
sun or from frost by light thin 
cloth. I use unbleached muslin for 
this. In transplanting use very little 
water—just enough to mix a little mud 
with the finger in the small hole dug 
for the plant. The grouud, of course, 
must be well worked and in good con- 
dition. Now, as eucalyptus seed most 
certainly germinates better in sand 
and manure than in soil, why will not 
all tree and vegetable seed that requires 
transplanting start best that way? 


California Beating Spain. 
| Bradstreet, | 
California is beginning to out 
Spain in the production of raisins. In- 
deed, Consul Marston of. Malaga makes 
the significant statement that Spanish 
viticulturists who have suffered of late 
years from phviloxera, have replaced 
their vines that had been destroved 
with American stock. That in 1882 
the crop of raisins produced in Malaga 
reached 1,900,000 boxes, of which there 
were shipped to the United States 
nearly 1,000,000 boxes. Since that 
time the shipments to tbe United 
States have been gradually, but steadi- 
lv, decreasing. In 1888, when the pro- 
duction amounted to about 700,000 
boxes, only 112,000 were exporied to 
this country.” Consul Marston adds 
many Spaniards predict that the 
vintage et 1889 will reduce still further 


the purchases made for exportation to 


the United States, and that ina few 
years Malaga raisins will be replaced, 
even for consumption in Spain, by 
those produced in California.’

Coffman in the lower part of the valley 
has a magnificently thrifty grove of 16- 
year-old trees, the fruit of which is 
very highly colored, clean and smooth. 
Then there are Earle's and Pollard’s, 
both heavily loaded with fine fruit of 
superior quality. Turuer's marvelous 
acre of old trees we bave before men- 
tioned. It will, we believe, exceed 
the early estimate of 600 boxes.
